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mendous cost of supporting farm 
prices. President Dwight Eisen- 
hower, for example, privately 
must be really dismayed to find 
that his administration has set a 
new record in farm spending, and 
seemingly has gotten nowhere to- 
ward a basic solution.

We tend to think in images born | 


of experience. The word ‘‘farmer”’ 
today still conjures up, for the 


average city dweller, a horny- 
handed man, stooped of shoulders, 
and wracked with the ravages of 
toil. For many, the word brings 
to mind a patient man patiently 
following a mule in a furrow. 


There are a few of these, but | 


they are fast disappearing. They 
are being swallowed up in the 
factories or by the welfare lists. 
They long ago ceased to be a self- 
sufficient economic unit. 

The farmer today is a business 
man and a capitalist, with enough 
capital to make the necessary an- 

_ nual investment in fertilizers, 
hybrid seeds, new machines and 
repairs to the old. He also is 
something of a barn-lot scientist, 
with a lively interest in plant 
genetics, scientific discoveries, 
and a mind which moves to new 
approaches as his father’s likely 
was anchored in the old. 

It was the coming of the ma- 
chine which brought about a fac- 
tor in the revolution which had 
not been anticipated. It had been 
thought that a tractor and other 
machinery would enable the small 
farmer to compete. It didn’t. The 

- gmall farm can use machinery, 
but the financial return from a 
few acres will not enable the 
tractor to pay for itself. 

The agricultural experts are 
convinced of one thing. The big 
farm—the factory in the field— 
is going to replace the smaller 
units just as surely as mass pro- 
duction put the handcrafters out 
of business. 

This is particularly meaningful 
to the Southeast. It still has al- 
most two thirds of all the nation’s 
farms. This is because of the fact 
most of its units are small ones. 
But change has come so rapidly 
that already the region is a ‘‘pro- 
tectionist’’ one because of the 
cotton mills, whereas a few years 
ago it still was ‘‘free trade’’ be- 
cause of its cotton crop.

Hard Money 
Trend Ripped 
By Talmadge

Sen. Talmadge warned Monday 
that the Eisenhower administra- 
tion’s “‘*hard money”’ policy may 
be hampering industrial develop- 
ment in the South. : 

He said unless Congress curbs 
federal spending ‘‘the people of 
this country are going to reap an- 
other whirlwind of taxation and 
inflation.”’ 

Talmadge called for a $5.5 bil- 
lion cut in President Eisenhow- 
er’s proposed $71.8 billion budget 
and a reduction of up to 10 per 
cent in income taxes. 

The junior senator spoke before 
the Atlanta Rotary Club. He is 
in Georgia during the 10-day 
Easter recess of Congress. 

Lashing out at GOP fiscal poli- 
cies, Talmadge said the cut in 
spending he proposes could be 
carried out without impairing es- 
sential services. 

“We were promised lower 
taxes, a reduction in the federal 
debt and less federal spending,”’ 
Talmadge declared. ‘Instead, we 
are getting more and more spend- 
ing, more and more debt, more 
and more inflation and the pros- 
pect of new and higher federal 
taxes in the next few years.”

Farmers and ranchers have been es- 
pecially hard hit. Some of them have 
held on to their lands while secking 
other income from industrial jobs. But 
industry itself has suffered, with national 
concerns curtailing expansion plans be- 
cause of the water problem. Reservoir 
stocks for urban areas had reached the 
danger point. 

The rains may mean an end to this 
weather cycle which the experts say has 
occurred periodically .before. The na- 
tion sincerely hopes so. This region is 
a vital part of the economy and its 
drought has affected everybody. 

Meanwhile, the Southwesterners are 
hopeful. It reminds the country again of 
the importance of water, its proper use 
and conservation. As industrialization 
continues and water use increases, it is 
going te become more and more of a 
national problem.

A DC3 airliner landed at Phoenix, 


Ariz., Sunday with 10 feet of the port 
wing sheared off in a violent storm. 
There was some theory the aircraft, 
which plummeted downward some 4,000 
feet in the storm, might actually have 
scraped the ground. . 
Whatever it was, the DC3 pulled 
through and made a proper landing.

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Mr. Dulles’ Platitudes’ 
Lead Only to Trouble 


Secretary of State Dulles seems to 
have made a sensible sort of speech to 
the Associated Press luncheon, tendered 
the publishers of America, assembled in 
New York for their annual convention. 

But to the ink-stained wretches toil- 
ing at home there was an object lesson 
in the handling of that speech. It was 


pretty bad insofar as the net public re- 


lations feature is concerned. 

Since there are so many who are 60 
uninterested in news that they read chief- 
ly the headlines and the first paragraph, 
Mr. Dulles’ speech will read like another 
“on the brink” utterance. 

The point, of course, is fine. We'd all 
like to see the Soviet satellites freed. 
The magnifieent example of Hungary 
tragically is before us. 

And ‘that, indeed, is the crux of the 
matter. 

The Hungarians thought because of 
Mr. Dulles’ previous speeches we were 
prepared and, indeed, planned to send 
them aid. When we didn’t millions were 
disappointed. 

And here we have Mr. Dulles at it 
again. 

It is not until we read well down into 
the AP story that we find that he does 
not really “seek” to free the Red captives. 

He: merely hopes for it, wishes it and 
urges it. 

But deep down in his talk he finally 
said we “rule out” any incitement of 
revolution. We do not seck, he said, to 
circle Russia with hostile forces. 

He called for “encouragement and 
evolution of freedom.” 

We are all for that. 

But we do wish Mr. Dulles would be a 
little more clear. When the world hears 
he “seeks liberation of the Red bloc,” it 
will not likely read the rest of it. 

The speech was fine—except it was 
badly organized and phrased. 

We do wish Mr. Dulles had an editor.

One such heroic effort is get- 
ting under way. Obviously a very 
harmful purpose will be served if 
these differences are discussed 
only in an atmosphere of crisis- 
headlines and recrimination.

“To forestall it, ‘Western World’ 
proposes a novel remedy—neither 
harsh recrimination nor syrupy 
appeals for agreement where there 
is no agreement, but a continued 
two-way conversation, an unremit- 
ting exchange; plus a readiness 
to listen—in short, a truly inter- 
continental forum.” 

The first issue, 74 pages looking 
rather similar to Harper’s maga- 
zine, makes an exciting beginning 
in this direction.

I have never met Prof. R. S. 
linsworth, M.D., F-.R.C.P., 
DIP.H., D.C.H., and never ex- 
pect to. He is professor of child 
health at the University of Shef- 
field in Englend, but I devour 
any of his writings I can lay my 
hainds on. 

Whatever he writes on (and 
he writes on babies or chil- 
dren), he is soothing and com- 
fotting and wise. He also 
seéms to have as great an 
untierstanding of mothers and 
their problems as of children 
and theirs and writes of babies 
as charmingly as though he 
loved every one he ever saw, 
which he well may do. 

Recently he wrote in “Fam- 
ity Doctor,” an English ma- 
gazine edited by doctors, about 
those trying first days at 

school and how parents are 
often concerned because other 
children do better at school 


,. than theirs. 


What makes Dr. Illingsworth 
nice is that he adds, of the 
parental concern, ‘‘and natur- 
ally so:"’ Some one else’s child 
Jjearns to read earlier, or is 
better at arithmetic, ‘or at 
drawing. 


WIDE VARIATIONS 

“There are wide variations 
in the intelligence of children,’’ 
he writes, “‘“‘and it can’t be 
heiped if some children are 
more intelligent than your 
own. But very often the anx- 
iety and disappointment has 
vary little real basis. Some 
children are slow starters and 
lat in maturing.

‘TV Girl Sees Films All Day Long, 


Never Has Time To Go to Movies 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 

Pert Joyce Outler gets paid for 
work some people might do for 
free: 

She watches movies all day, 
five days a week. And some- 
times more. 

A visitor to Joyce’s office in 
WSB-TV’s White Columns might 
find it dimly lit: Attention is fo- 
cused on the small screen on 
the wall in front of her desk. 
From behind the desk, the bright 
beam from the movie projector 
crosses her shoulder to reflect 
the antics of Porky Pig—or the 
Lone Ranger, Susie or Dr. Chris- 
tian—on the screen. 

If there’s a flaw in the film— 
a tiny scratch or speck of dust 
—Joyce quickly reaches behind 


bn 


her to switch off the projector 
and correct the flaw. 

When she’s viewing a film— 
whether it's a 30-second com- 
mercial or a 90-minute feature 
movie—Joyce’s mind is working 
‘In all directions at once.” 

No filmed material is telecast 
by WSB-TV until it has been 
screened by Joyce. In addition 
to keeping an eye out for flaws, 
the personable Atlantan is keen- 
ly alert fo the context of the 
film and script. Nothing that 
could be classed as ‘‘distaste- 
ful’’—any slur on race or creed, 
or morbid bits of film — can 
survive her cutting knife. 

“Of all the films we screen,” 
she said, ‘‘we are probably more 
particular about the content of 


programs that will be seen by 
children.’’- 

Even cartoons are carefully 
screened before they are re- 
leased for telecast. 

“It’s surprising how un-funny 
some of the cartoons can be,”’ 
Joyce pointed out. ‘‘We have to 
bear in mind what type of film 
will be appealing to a young- 
ster—what he’ll understand, as 
well as what his parents would 
want him to see," she added. 


Joyce rejects young viewers’ 
programs that might point up 
‘drinking, gambling, cruelty or

strued the wrong way.” Scary 
films seldom get the okay. 


TECHNIQUE, QUALITY 

The daughter of John Outler, 
general manager of WSB-TV, 
she also keeps a watch on tech- 
nique, focus, quality of film and 
plot, and she often has to ‘‘cut’’ 
for correct timing. 

“Cutting isn’t too involved,” 
she explained. ‘‘Usually there 
are several scenes in a feature 
that can be eliminated without 
hurting the sequence at all—un- 
related bits that might bring a 
laugh, but have nothing to do 
with the actual story.” 

Then there’s the commercial 
angle. 

“People still sometimes com- 
plain about too many commer- 
cials during the running of a 
fflm,” Joyce admitted. ‘What 
they don’t realize is that while

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Dead Snake 
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It’s not that I like snakes. In fact, I’m a walking assembly 
of whatever ancient fears and superstitions cause that unreason- 
ing, unreasonable horror of creepy, crawly things. I have been 
known to scream and shiver and carry on like a stomp fool at 
the sight of a chicken snake. Fortunately, I’ve never encountered 
a poisonous snake at close quarters. 


Like it says in the Bible, my heel is against the serpent— 
not in any act of aggression, you understand. In pure cowardly 
' $00, I had come to respect the old snake who lived down 
mear the bridge across: Holly Oreck. He was harmiess, our 
neighbors told us—just one of those slate gray fellows who likes 
to play in the waters of the creek or sun themselves on the rocks. 


He had a special big flat rock at the edge of the bridge near 
a clump of honeysuckle and we saw him there often when we 
rounded the curve unexpectedly in the car. Sometimes he would 
slip off into the tangled vines and bushes, but often he would 
just lie there, dark and slim and ever so neat and poised. Once 
when we went fishing down by the bridge we saw him in the 
water, his tail waving lightly with the current and against my 
will I was drawn to watch him. He seemed to be having a good 
time—sliding, so to speak, on his own cellar door. I came away 
and left him alone and, I noticed, he did the same for us. 

When we walked to his bridge to watch the sun go down or 
the moon rise he never intruded. Once without thinking we all 
sat on his bridge, dangling our feet over the side, enjoying the 
twilight and talking about a hundred things. Later I realized 
he had neither nipped at us from under the bridge nor come out 
to scare us, as he might have. 


Bat the other day the snake had other visitors. We saw their 
car by the bridge as we came around the curve on our way back 
from church. There was a crowd of them—three or four plump 
women with bright-colored dresses hauled above their knees, 
standing in the creek squealing about how cold the water was. 
There were some little children throwing rocks in the stream 
and a couple of men unpacking a portable ice box and a lot of 
those yellow and green and purple plaid plastic and aluminum 
chairs which people haul around to make themselves comfortable 
on creek banks and places. 


They looked happy and you could see how they would with 
the sun warm on their heads and backs and the air fragrant 
with sweet shrub and crab apple and hundreds of nameless little 
herbs and flowers unfolding along the creek bank. We passed 
them and went on to the cabin to fix lunch and take naps and sit 
in the yard and read. In the middle of the afternoon a shower 
came up and drove picnickers and fishermen home, even as it 
settled the dust on the road and made the air sweet and cool. 


Later, along about sunset I took the dog and walked down to 
the bridge. Night was coming on, the hills back of us had turned 
from mauve to purple and the stars were coming out. I paused 
before I got to the bridge and glanced ahead at the snake’s rock. 
| He wouldn’t be out when the sun was gone, I knew. He liked the 


rock for sunbathing but I never saw him there when it was cloudy 
| or dark. 


But he was there. Catching my breath in that ancient uneasi- 
| ness I stepped back and started to turn and run. Then I saw he 
was dead, his head smashed by a rock, his silver underside 
turned ignominously up. The ground around his rock was littered 
by smaller stones which had been thrown at him and two sticks 
which had been used no doubt to poke at-him and lift and exhibit 
his slim length . . . when he was dead.
